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The Soviet 
School System 


How does the Soviet educational 
system work? 
This question is 


se nce 


being asked now 
by millions 
of . Americans, 
their curiosity 
stirred by the 
Soviet satellite 
success. 
In the first 
place, it is a 
totalitarian sys- 
tem, with all the 
strengths and 
) weaknesses of 
such a system. Its strength lies 


in the fact that at the university 
even the incentives for study and 
work in the fields. of engineering, 
physics, chemistry and all the as- 
sociated fields are high and the 
prestige of those in such position 
is great. In the secondary schools 
there are equal rewards for good 
work and rather ruthless results 
for those who are slack. 


The Soviets have no separated 
primary and secondary schools. 
Each child begins school at seven 
and continues for 10 years, if able 
to meet requirements. The child 
entering the Russian school at 
seven is made to feel that while 
school is interesting and pleasant 
it also is serious business and 
work must be done. There are 
recreational periods for play, but 
the classroom requires attention 
and obedience. 


There is a great amount of home 
work, If it is not done the parents 
are held responsible. In a totali- 
tarian system this can be very 
serious for those who do not at 
least require of their children 
that they complete the work. 


Frequent Exams 


Examinations are frequent, writ- 
ten and oral. 

Every effort is made to en- 
courage the child who tries. But 
there is little patience with the 
idler, the lazy, the troublemaker 
or those unable to absorb the 
’ teaching. These are not permitted 
to hold back those who study. 
They are sent to classes for the 
retarded, or entered into trade 
schools. 

American educators who have 
visited the Soviet system report 
there are no statistics given on 
how many of those who enter at 
seven emerge as graduates 10 
years later. } 

Those who do survive complete 
a great deal more work in the 
10 years than do our own in seven 
years of grade school and five of 
high, twelve in all. The Russian 
high school graduate, with no ex- 
ceptions, has had five years of 
physics, four of chemistry and 
more mathematics than given in 
American schools. This includes/ 
elementary and advanced algebra 
and trigonometry. 

Once these disciplined years are 
completed the graduates then 
elect what college they will attend. 
They must then take oral and 
written examinations. These are 
given by a board, not by their 
teachers. Since the schools are 
wholly directed by the govern- 
ment, there is no tuition. (One 
strength of this system is that no 
able child is deprived of an educa- 
tion by. poverty of parents.) 


College Level 


“At the college level students are 
provided a sum of money to pay 
fer their meals and such personal 
incidentals as the government 
allows. In these institutions, law, 
medicine, the various scientific 
schools, art, journalism, even 
more rigid discipline is imposed. 
Nor may one change from one 
professional school to another. 
But. there are always incentives 
to work and, as in the secondary 
school, the more able are en- 
couraged and the average as- 
sisted. But never is the indolent 
allowed to hold back the others. 


Once graduated, these persons 
constitute a sort of elite. Ameri- 
can scientists who attended the 
1955 atomic sessions in Geneva 
wére astounded to hear their 
Soviet contemporaries describe 
how well they lived. The top ones 
reported excellent housing, the 
provision of a car and chauffeur, 
servants and country cottages. All 
had special privileges. 

In the Soviet Union, too, the 
scientist is given the same sort 
of public glorification that is 
given in this country to movie and 
TV stars. 

The totalitarian system 
failures. In genetics 
wrecked that branch of science. In 
the field of peaceful use of atomic 
power, the United States and 
Great Britain are far ahead. Nor 
have the Communists been able 
to build a good cotton picker.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 15 (»—

he said. 


SPUTNIK’S WAKE 


This word from the No. 2 man 
in the Eisenhower administration 
added strength to the views of 
many Congress members that 
prospects for a tax cut in the 1958 
session are rapidly dimming in 
the wake of Sputnik. 

“Militarily the Soviet Union is 
not one bit stronger today than it 
was before the satellite was 
launched,”’ Nixon said in a pre- 
pared talk, his first public com- 
ment on the satellite. 

He said the free world still “‘re- 
mains stronger militarily than the 
Communist world,” and could de- 
feat any potential enemy. 


NO STUNT

*Queen Elizabeth II arrives in the 
United States as a guest of the American 
péople and their government, It is an 
o@fasion meaningful.and significant be- 
yond the pageantry and social protocol 
nécessarily involved. 

‘It is not so much that she is Queen 
of*Britain and head of the Commonwealth 
ofaNations and a figure of grace, of sweet- 
né@s and intelligence. Nor is it merely 
that she is a beautiful woman possessed 
ofArue glamor which makes any contrived 
gléw of a Hollywood or TV queen seem 
more shabbily artificial than it is. 

*Nor, indeed, is it that but for the 
bungling of King George III and certain 
ofthis ministers and generals we might 
today be, with Canada, among her loyal 
subjects. 

«Nor, finally, is it that our heritage of 
laW and government, of Magna Carta and 
the liberties of man, stem from her island 
realm. 

It is these but it is at once much more 
than the sum of them. 

She is in our time of trouble and insta- 
bility a symbol of unity for millions of 
people who struggle out of colonialism 
toward free government . . . without 
resorting to the chains of communism. 
She has accomplished this by bringing, 
as her father and grandfather had be- 
gun, the image of royalty from the old 
narrow aristocratic, divine right concept 
down to one of popular monarchy without 
anywhere along the way losing anything 
of dignity and honor and meaning. And 
more important, she has accomplished this 
with no cheapening “public-relations” 

popularization of monarchy or the throne. 

She has traveled around, and up and 

down the world, letting the peoples newly 
emerging from dependency into autono- 
mous rule see and understand that there 
is a continuity which binds them. Nehru 
feels this in India, as do the Indian peo- 
ple even after the bitter, long years of 
struggle for freedom.

Reds Threaten War III 
Backed With Missiles 


The Middle East, as usual, is in a state 
of jitters and turmoil. The Egyptians have 
sent token forces into Syria as a threat 
against Turkey and the Russians, too, 
have threatened the Turks if they dare 
attack an increasingly Communist-dom- 
inated Syria. 

Meanwhile, the United States has had 
to remind Russia that it has treaty obliga- 
tions to Turkey which it will honor should 
Moscow carry out its threat. 

The whole business, of course, again 
has made the Russians appear as friends 
of the Arabs while the United States is 
aligned with Turkey. And in the mean- 
time, Russian arms are being funneled 
through Egypt to all her Arab neighbors 
as the explosive potential grows. 

It is mystifying to see King Saud and 
other Arab leaders come to the aid of 
Syria. It proves once again that Arab 
nationalism is a stronger force than fear 
of a Communist takeover. 

The Middle East remains the major 
area of cold-war combat between the So- 

viets and the West. 

There’s no glossing over the fact that 
the situation well might explode into 
World War III with the slightest incident. 
Both Russia and the United States have 
made that plain. And because of their ad- 
vantage in the missiles field, the Russians 
might be willing to risk a showdown.

Police Force Must Be 
Adequate to the Need 


Police Chief Herbert Jenkins has asked 
the city to increase the Atlanta police force 
by 50 patrolmen and 10 detectives during 
the coming year. 

The request, contained in the budget 
recommendations for 1958, would bring 
these divisions of the force approximately 
up to the strength recommended by the 
Institute of Public Administration in its 
recent study. Similarly, the request for 
15 additional civilian personnel would ex- 
ceed slightly the study’s recommendation. 

The chief's requests should be studied 
by the Board of Aldermen with the insti- 
tute’s conclusions in mind. .Their report 
showed conclusively that the personnel 
problem was the major item in a police 
reorganization which ealled for increases 
in pay in line with living costs. 

The police committee as well as the 
entire Board of Aldermen must consider 
the city’s needs in line with the problem. 
And as for budget troubles, the increasing 
crime toll promises to cost the commu- 
nity much more in the long run than will 
an adequate police department. 

Chief Jenkins’ requests sound reason- 
able. But merely authorizing additional 
personnel without putting into effect the 
institute’s recommendations about pay 
and other matters will not solve the per- 
sonnel situation. There already are a 
number of vacancies which the depart- 
ment has been unable to fill.

Let’s Ease the Noose 
From Transit Firms 


Transit companies in Georgia are laced 
into a financial strait jacket which either 
must be eased or allowed to squeeze its 
victims to a slow death. 

Chairman Matt McWhorter of the 
Georgia Public Service Commission yes- 
terday urged a committee of state legisla- 
tors to come to the rescue with some 
form of tax relief. 

He pointed out that the most common 
area of such relief in other states is in 
the field of fuel and motor vehicle taxes. 

Reductions in the tax load the transit 
companies are required to carry will be a 
more practical approach to the dilemma 
than the unsuccessful remedy that has 
been tried over and over again. 

The custom of constantly hiking fares 
must stop somewhere. Each increase 
sought by the companies to meet their 
higher operational costs is accompanied 
by a considerable loss of patrons. 

Increased use of transit vehicles, as of 
now, is the chief hope for hauling pas- 
sengers in sufficient quantities to prevent 
a complete clogging of downtown streets 
by automobiles. In view of its necessary 
role the transit industry is entitled to 
some special gonsiderations. In turn, it 
must strive constantly to provide better 
service and to practice economies where 
possible.

Here at the center of the air- 
craft industry the problem of the 
missile-makers under the com- 
petitive system is evident. It in- 
volves powerful forces, political 
and economic. 

The best Illustration is the 
Douglas Aircraft Co. in nearby 
Santa Monica. Douglas, which 
claims to have made 52 per cent 
of all the planes flying in the 
world today, has invested mil- 
lions of the company’s own funds 
in facilities to produce the Thor, 
the Air Force’s intermediate- 
range ballistic with a range from 
3,000 to. 4,000 miles. 

The Thor is in competition with 
the Army’s missile, the Jupiter, 
developed in a government arsen- 
al at Huntsville, Ala. The Army 
claims the Jupiter can go into 
production in 30 days and the 
Chrysler Corporation in Detroit 
is at least partially tooled to 
make it. The Army also claims 
at least six successful test fir- 
ings, while test firings of the Thor 
have repeatedly failed and it has 
been stated that its production is 
perhaps a year away. 

A three-man Department of De- 
fense committee has been named 
to determine whether to go ahead 
with the Thor, the Jupiter or a 
combination of the two. 

The pressures on the three men 
—William H. Holladay, special 
assistant secretary for missiles: 
Maj. Gen. Bernard A. Schriever, 
head of the Air Force missile di- 
vision, and Maj. Gen. John B. 
Mearis, of the Army’s ballistic 
agency—are not hard to imagine.

Elroy, new secretary of defense.

Africans 
Are Born 


Hardier 


I never have been in Central 
Africa and my knowledge of the 
people stems from what I have 
read or seen on the screen. The 
medical journals have acquainted 
me with their diseases and type 
of medical care and I often have 
wondered how some tribes sur- 
vive the hazards of witch doc- 
tors, filth, and ignorance. 

I understandably was surprised 
to learn that African infants in 
certain sections of the continent 
are born at a more advanced 
stage of development than Euro- 
pean children. Milestones of de- 
velopment, such as raising the 


head, sitting, standing, and walk- 
ing are reached much sooner by 


the African tots. By the age of 
2 or 8 weeks, many of these 
youngsters reach a stage of de- 
velopment equal to that of Eu- 
ropean children twice to three 
times that age. 


The .development of 107 
healthy Bantu and Hamitic 
babies was appraised and re- 
ported recently by Doctors 
Marcelle Geber and R. F. A. 
Dean, The majority were less 
than two days old. It was ob- 
vious that, from the start, the 
distribution of muscle tone was 
different in these children; 
much of their activity corre- 
sponded to an age of 4 to 6 
weeks in other infants. 


Some were precocious. Their 
eyes were wide open and had a 
lively look; many followed objects 
with their eyes and rotated their 
heads during the first few days 
of life. The arms and legs were in 
constant motion, the fingers 
usually were open rather than 
curled, and the hands moved in all 
directions, frequently toward the 
mouth. 


Some scratched the table with 
their fingers. A day old tot with 
a slight scalp wound fingered the 
bandage continually. 


One 48-hour-old tyke propped 
himself on his forearms when 
placed on his tummy. In this 
position, many of the babies 
were able to raise the head for 
several seconds. 


When pulled to a sitting posi- 
tion, 90 per cent of the 107 chil- 
dren could prevent their head 
from falling back—or, if it did, 
they were able to raise it again. 
No explanation was given by the 
investigators for this precocious 
development.

sion’s “Million-Dollar Night” last 
Sunday, when three special pro- 
grams were presented within four 
hours, created new excitement 
among viewers. The normal size 
of the Sunday night audience 
showed a considerable increase. 
Although exact comparisons 


were not available today, an ex- 
ecutive of Trendex, Inc., which 
compiles program ratings, said 
that the number of sets in use on 
Sunday was “‘very high for this 
time of year.” 

All three shows, which cost an 
estimated $1,400,000 for the time 
and talent, registered unusually 
high ratings. Tie’ National Broad- 
casting Co.'s “‘Pifiocchio” had a 
Trendex rating of 24.6, the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System’s Edsel 
Show 40.8 and NBC’s Standard Oil 
Co. (N.J.) Anniversary Show 32.4, 
During any half-hour period, each 
of the three shows had a rating of 
two or three times greater than 
its closest opposition on a com- 
peting network. 


A Trendex rating represents the 
percentage of television homes in 
15 major cities, including New 
York, that are tuned to the pro- 
gram specified. Trendex deter- 
mines its ratings by telephoning a 
total of 1,000 homes during each 
half-hour period. 

The real impact of Sunday’s 
three special shows, which were 
presented at different hours, was 
reflected in share-of-audience fig- 
ures. Each program, the Trendex 
survey showed, dominated the

Nasser’s Troops in Syria 
Anger Saud, 


Split Arabs

BEIRUT, Lebanon, Oct. 15—King Saud is angry 
and perturbed at Egypt’s unannounced dispatching of 
troops to Syria, according to reliable sources. This puts 
a new strain on relations among Arab states. 


A responsible Middle East diplo- 
mat said today the Egyptian move 
was widely regarded in Arab cir- 
cles as an effort by Col. Gamal 
Abdel Naser to get the spotlight 
for himself without considering 
the true interests of the Arabs. 

He said that from the general 
Arab viewpoint the Egyptian ac- 
tion was ‘‘outright sabotage’ and 
“provocation to Turkey.”’ 

(Arab and Asian nations were 
reported considering whether to 
bring Syria's border dispute with 
Turkéy before the U.N. Assembly. 
A decision may be reached Wed- 
nesday.) 

Arab sources have said frankly 
that none of the Arab govern- 
ments except Syria and Egypt 
knew anything of the troop move- 
ment in advance. A news ageficy 
report from Washington that a 
State department spokesman said 
it had known about movements 
since mid-September was received 
with frank disbelief. 

U.S. sources in the area gave 
every indication of complete as- 
tonishment at Sunday’s announce- 
ment of the troop movement.

MIAMI, Fia., Oct, 15 (—Circuit 
Judge Stanley Milledge today sent 
an attorney to jail for an hour.

TO JAIL 


“I’m not going to send the jury 
out but I am going to send you to 
the 19th floor,”” said the 61-year- 
old county judge. The Dade Coun- 
ty jail is on the 19th floor of the 
courthouse. 


TV photographer Ben Silver of 
station WCKT tried to get a pic- 
ture of Milledge in the corridor 
after the incident with Granat. 
The judge pushed the camera 
aside. It hit Silver and bruised 
him slightly. The camerman gave 
up his film to Milledge at the 
judge’s demand. 


A bailiff then announced to pho- 
tographers in the corridor that 
Milledge had barred pictures. 

The next cameraman to try for 
a shot of the judge was Louis Mc- 
Lain of the Miami Herald. 


GRABS HIM 


The judge grabbed the photog- 
rapher by the arm and called to 
bailiffs: 

“IT want that film! 
man!” 

McLain and TV cameraman 
Robert Brumfield of _ station 
WTVJ, who also had taken pic- 
tures, were taken into the judge’s 
office and held after they refused 
to give up their film without in- 
structions from their superiors. 
Brumfield was released shortly 
after the TV station said the film 
would not be used but McLean 
was held for more than an hour. 
He had been instructed not to 
hand over his film. 


LATER RELEASED 


However, Milledge released him 
later and no further attempt was 
made to take the film. 

News director Ralph Renick of 
the TV station said afterward he 
had through the pictures were 
made in the courtroom but since 
they were made in the corridor 
he thought they should be used 
and they were. 

When Milledge left his office 
still later, other photographers 
were in the corridor. Herald pho- 
tographer Steve Wever snapped 
two quick pictures and then the 
judge grabbed him by the shoul- 
ders. 

“I've had enough trouble with 
you photographers,” said _ the 
judge. “‘I want that film. Bailiff, 
get this man! Take his film!”

,» attract such a high caliber of men as officials. Virtually all officials 
‘working college games today are successful businessmen. They 
,are adequately paid for officiating, but it isn’t the check which 
draws most of them to the stadiums each weekend. 


—They Have To Blow Their Own Whistle 


The college football official has an impossible assignment. He 
is, in the eyes of partisan spectators, judged wrong on virtually 
every call. In the Southeastern Conference, coaches grade the men 
in stripes on their work each week, and too many whistles against 
their teams often result in a low rating. 

You never see an official’s name in the headlines for working 
an excellent game. But hardly a week passes that some official 
doesn't crop up in the news as a result of an unpopular decision. 

I don’t recall leaving a stadium without hearing at least one 
writer or fan harshly criticize the officials. Since officials are mem- 
bers of the mistake-prone human race there often is a firm founda- 
tion for the howls. 

However, you become weary of continuously hearing coaches 
yap about officials. The man who called the play had to make 
a swift decision on the field. He had only a few seconds to size 
up the infraction. 

In contrast, the coach goes back to his office, breaks out the 
cinema machine and runs the play several times. He'll study the 
play in slow motion, often question the player involved. Then he'll 
prociaim that he can’t understand how in the hell the man missed 
that play. 

Fortunately, many of the coaches today have muzzled their 
opinions, insofar as the press is concerned. They have learned that 
raving and ranting does not change the score of the game, but 
often does make a coach sound silly. 


—They Often Hear Jeers, But No Cheers 


Frankly, I’ve always believed that, in a hard fought college 
football game, the rule book is violated on at least 90 per cent of 
the plays. Some coaches agree. It is, of course, impossible for the 
naked eye to detect all infractions. Unless, of course, we start 
screening every play with a field projector for the benefit of the 
officials, which would put them on a par with the coaches. 

There are undoubtedly a few officials who deserve the wrath 
of every losing coach but, in general, you have an intelligent group 
of men working football games. 

Why? That always has been a puzzle to this department, so 
several officials, from year to year, have been asked why they soak 
up the abuse from coaches, fans and writers. 

Usually the answers are much the same. Practically all 
officials are former players. They enjoy being close to the game, 
hearing the roar of the crowd. They like to be down there in the 
huge arena. Some say the work helps keep them in condition, 
and they like to lend a hand to a game which means much to 
them. Some need the money, but that’s an exception rather than 
the rule. 

They are under terrific pressure, aware that one decision may 
change the course of a tight contest. But the majority handle a 
tough job to the best of their ability. 

I’ve never heard an official cheered after a game, but over a 
season’s span you'll hear several lustily booed as they walk off the 
field. The worst coach in football will receive more praise than the 
best official. 

True, no one makes ‘em officiate, and I'll never understand why 
they do.

—They Have To Blow Their Own Whistle 


The college football official has an impossible assignment. He 
is, in the eyes of partisan spectators, judged wrong on virtually 
every call. In the Southeastern Conference, coaches grade the men 
in stripes on their work each week, and too many whistles against 
their teams often result in a low rating. 

You never see an official’s name in the headlines for working 
an excellent game. But hardly a week passes that some official 
doesn't crop up in the news as a result of an unpopular decision. 

I don’t recall leaving a stadium without hearing at least one 
writer or fan harshly criticize the officials. Since officials are mem- 
bers of the mistake-prone human race there often is a firm founda- 
tion for the howls. 

However, you become weary of continuously hearing coaches 
yap about officials. The man who called the play had to make 
a swift decision on the field. He had only a few seconds to size 
up the infraction. 

In contrast, the coach goes back to his office, breaks out the 
cinema machine and runs the play several times. He'll study the 
play in slow motion, often question the player involved. Then he’ll 
prociaim that he can’t understand how in the hell the man missed 
that play. 

Fortunately, many of the coaches today have muzzled their 
opinions, insofar as the press is concerned. They have learned that 
raving and ranting does not change the score of the game, but 
often does make a coach sound silly. 


—They Often Hear Jeers, But No Cheers 


Frankly, I've always believed that, in a hard fought college 
football game, the rule book is violated on at least 90 per cent of 
the plays. Some coaches agree. It is, of course, for the
